PRUNING OF SHADE TREES 


Softwood trees such as Elms, Soft Maple, Willow, require pruning in order to keep 
branches from splitting out in heavy storms. Where branches are too close, some of 
them should be removed entirely; those which appear to be too long should be shortened. 
All pruning of softwood trees should take place from July to September. Hardwood 
trees rarely need pruning, only to improve their shape. Prune them at any time it is 
necessary, but preferably in late fall or early spring. 
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Against the background of large trees with dark 
green foliage, the silver cast of the Russian Olive 
shows up beautifully throughout summer and fall.

All climbing vines listed here will give good results in ordinary garden soil, to which 
fertilizer should not be added at planting time. Where the soil is not of the best quality, 
fertilizer (either commercial fertilizer or well-rotted manure) can be applied later on, 
preferably late in the tall, nov touching the vines, but in a circle of about ore foot 
around each plant. Whatever may be left of the fertilizer the following sprirg can be 
worked into the soil lightly when the soil around the plants is cultivated in early spring. 
For the large flowering Clematis, the east side of a building or partial shade is best.
